and were their confederates, 

2 He was exceedingly a- 
ſraid. For Gabaon was a 
great city, and one. of the 
royal cities, and greater than 
the town of Hai, and all its 
fighting men were moſt ya- 
liant. 17 
3 Therefore  Adoniſedec 
king of Jeruſalem. ſent. to 
Oham king of Hebron, and- 
to Pharam king of Jerimoth, 
and to Japhia king of Lachis, 
and to Dabir king of Eglon, 
ſay ing: 


4 Come up to me, and 
bring help, that we may take
